Barring some last-minute 
upheavel, this week's Ottawa 
constitional conference is 
the perfect launching pad for 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau's ascent 
to the Prime Minister's office. 


As the provincial premiers 
and federal authorities sat 
down te start work on possible 

_ revisions of the British North 
America Act, Trudeau was in 
the spotlight as. the architect 
of a new Canada. 

True, it was possible. there 
could be a last minute blow-up, 
perhaps precipitated by Que- 
bee Premier Daniel Johnson, 
that might rub some of the 
lustre off Rrudeau’s glowing 
image. And one of the perils of 
writing a column/some days in 
advance of publication — as 
this one was — is that unfore- 
seen events can change the 
shape of things to come. 

The saga of Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau appears now to be 
shaping up as one of the most 
remarkable political episodes 
in Canadian history. 

Trudeau had searcely been 
heard of by the average Cana- 
dian as recently as a year ‘ago. 
Even today, for all the favora- 
ble publicity he has been re- 
ceiving as a possible candidate 
to succeed Prime Minister 
Pearson, he is still not as wide- 
ly known as most of the de- 
clared candidates, 

But Trudeau, at this moment 
still undeclared although look- 
ing more and more like a can- 
didate every day, has captured 
the - imagination of untold 
numbers of Liberals who will 
be delegates to the April con- 
vention. 

The apparent ease with 
which Trudeau has become the 
most talked about political fig- 
ure in the country is both a 
tribute to his personality and 
an indication of Canada’s 
yearning for new leadership.

_ parent at last fall’s Conserva- 
tive convention. The

Like Trudeau a generation 
later, St. Laurent was recruit- 
ed into the Liberal party from 
a successful law practise and 
almost immediately assumed 
the Justice ministership. While 
St. Laurent later went on to 
External Affairs, Trudeau's op- 
portunity appears to have 
come sooner, in the shape of 
the constitutional revisions 
which will build a new rela- 
tionship between the French 
and English elements of Can- 
ada: 

St. Laurent held J’rench Can- 
ada for the Liberals and suc- 
cessfully appealed to the rest 
of Canada.

Trudeau, who like St. Laur- 
ent has a French father and 
an English-speaking mother 
could heal the rift between the 
two linguistic blocs.

If the amount of payroll remains ' 
relatively the same for 1968, there will 
be a saving to industry of approxi- | 
mately four-and-a-half million dollars.

At a recent general meeting of the 
Madoc and District Chamber of Com- 
merce, it was brought to the atten- 
tion of the members that General 
Membership and the public were not 
awvare of the projects that had been 
attempted during the last year, and 
in regard to this, i} was decided to 
publish the following list: 

1. Letters were written to several 
Dental Colleges in an attempt to try 
and get a Dentist to locate here. The 
Chamber personally guided two dif- 
ferent Dentists around the Village, 
but in both cases, their final decision 
was to settle elsewhere. 

2. An effort was put forth on hav- 
ing the speed limit signs on Highway 
No. 62 between Madoc and Foxboro 
changed from 50 to 60 m.p.h., which 
has just recently been accomplished. 

3. The Chamber, along with the 
Village Council met and prepared a 
brief which was in connection with 
trying to get a University of Techno- 
logy to locate here. This was eventu- 
ally directed to Belleville. 

4. A display of local rocks was 
erected at the Bancroft Rockhound 
Gemborce, both in 1966 and again in 
1967, which also contained a sound 


track tape advertising Madoc as an 


area for rockhounding. 

5. The Chamber was successful 
in ‘getting the merchants together to 
bring nbout the closing of the stores 
at 6:00 p.m. Saturdays. 

6 cartons of maps and tourist infor- 
mation was secured from the Depart- 
‘ment of Tourism, and made avail- 
able “o tourists at garages and motels. 
The 1968 literature is presently on 
order and again wil! be distributed 
free of charge. 

7. The locat M.L.A. and Chamber 
representatives were directly respon- 
sible in having the Madoe signs in- 
stalled on Highway 401 at Belleville. 

8. The Industrial Representative 
from the Chamber along with the 
Council. were successful in having 
Madoc qualified with the Ontario 
Government for the Distressed Area 
Assistance. 

9, In response to a complaint from 
merchants that strangers in town 
were troubled by the one-hour park- 


ing signs on the street, two-hour 


signs were secured through Council 
and the signs changed. 

10. The Department of Lands and 
Forests were approached in regard to 
establishing a boat ramp at the 
bridge at Moira Lake. By the time 
this was set up, their 1967 funds were 
allocated elsewhere, but completion of 
the project is to be in 1968. 

11. Each year many enquiries are 
yeceived by the Chamber in regard to 
accomodations, etc., and these are an- 
swered individually. 

12. Since the installation of the By- 
Pass on Highway 7, the Chamber has 
been engaged in trying to position 
signs advertising Madoc on it, and 
just within the last few days have 
been given permission by the Dept. 
of Highways as to suitable positions. 

13. A large Banner is erected each 
summer across the main street, tell- 
ling visitors of the free parking avail- 
able on Elgin Street. 

! The Chamber feels that the preceed- 
ing list of achievements covers an at- 
tempt at trying to accomplish pro- 
jects which are of significant impor- 
tance to the business climate of the

Voices of alarm were heard 
in the land’ recently. Amid 
the excitement of the constitu- 
tional conference and the 
quickening Liberal leadership 
race, Canadians were told that 
the country could be in for 
serious trouble in 1968. 


The voices were not of the 
wilderness, nor did they cry 
‘without being heard. They 
were neither volces of crack- 
< or unknowns, and they 
us that “economically. 
pr is in the dumps” and 
dhat the U.S. and Canada face 
a stock market crash which 
will make 1929 look like a 
small ripple on the seas of 
distress. 


There it was, stark and sim- 
ple: “Canada is in the dumps.” 
The words were those of Que- 
bee premicr Daniel Johnson, 
and it was evident when he 
spoke that there was little or 
-no political motivation to his 
words. 


The other warning, about 
the stock market, came from 
the noted (and controversial) 
American economist and wri- 
ter, Efliot Janeway. This is the 
man who was until recently 
one of the chief advisors to 


President Johnson. He now 
says the U.S. is under such 
severe economic attack that 


there jis serious doubt whether 
it will be able to avoid devalu- 


ating its currency. And when 
that happens, the plug is out 
for every other — currency 
around the globe. says Janc- 


way. 


The Quebee premier’s assess- 
ment of Canadian conditions 
comes at a time when the na- 
tion stands at the peak of an 
all-time prosperity, but seems 
incapable of solving the prob- 
lems of galloping inflation, a 
worsening housing crisis, and 
growing unemployment. 

Little or no. progress has 
been made in the struggle to 
“bring the Atlantic provinces 
and parts of the West up to 
Ontario's living standard, 

While big governments gath- 
er ever more tax revenue to 
themselves" Ottawa alone 
will spend 10 billion dollars in 
the next fiscal year — the lit- 
tle goveruments such as thé 
municipalities find their tax

treating into ever more narrow 
orbits. 

Instead of the industrial na- 
tions expanding their trade by 

rogressively cutting away tar- 
itt restrictions — as was envi- 
sioned by President Kennedy 
in the trade negotiations since

Ww signs of repeating the 
se nomic nationalism which 
followed World War I, and be- 
got World War II. 

This, at least, is the thesis of 
Mr. Janeway who says the U.S. 
will face a grave economic cri- 
sis this spring. To protect the 
dollar, drained off by :the war 
in Vietnam and U.S. business 
investment abroad, the Ameri- 
can government will have to 
slash trade; hike interest rates 
and possibly devalue the U.S. 
dollar itself. 

Janeway says the nations of 
the world are repeating all the 
same mistakes of 30 and 40 
years ago, and that the eco- 
nomic infighting now going on 
can lead only to business col- 
lapse, followed by a fighting 
war. 

Britain devalues the pound 
to give it an edge in foreign 
trade. France seeks to ‘under- 
cut the U.S. international fi 
nancial position by selling its 
American dollars so as to re- 
duce confidence in the U.S. 
economy. Japan appears poised 
for a huge devaluation of its 
money in order to put its ex- 
ports back on a more competi- 
tive footing. 

Meanwhile, every economic 
signpost which springs up in 
the U.S... stands out in ever 
bolder type in Canada. When 
the U.S, ship of state rocks, the 
Canadian rowboat is swamped. 
Three percent unemployment 
there produces a jobless rate 
of six percent here. A hike of 
four percent in pfices there 
pushes up’ the cost of living 
eight percent here.

Due to the rabies situation in the 
Belleville and surrounding areas, local 
veterinarians and the Canada Depart- 
ment of Agriculture Health of Ani- 
mals Division are responsible for lit- 
erature on the dreaded dikease in 
their offices and in other localities 

|guch as the police station. 

Different kinds of pamphlets, some 
of them geared especially to children, 
offer information on the fatal disease 
and ways to watch for it. 

According to 4 veterinary 
man, rabies is caused by a virus which 
can be introduced into all warm- 
blooded animals. 

The virus enters the body through 
a break in the skin and it is thought 
ito travel. along the peripheral nerves 

lto the brain. 

The location of the bite is one of 
the factors which affects treatment 
of the disease. If a bite were to the 
| race, there would be leas time for 
itreatment than to the leg or the foot. 

The distance from the brain mea- 
sures the length of incubation and 
suggest ‘now long the virus will take 
to show \itself. 

The incubation period takes from 
two weeks to six months to show 
signs of the disease.

Then this condition progresses 
swiftly to paralysis of the hind legs. 
At this point the animal may take 
two completely different steps. It 
may become more active or may be- 
come quite depressed. 

' Next the afflicted animal starts 
snapping and chewing at anything, 
even articles like pieces of wood. 

Finally the latter stages appear and 
it loses the ability to swallow, and 
consequently, to eat or drink. At this 
point, saliva will drip from its mouth. 

The animal is dangerous only about 
a week during the time the virus is 
carried in its salivg, 
| Rabies can be controlled and effec- 
tively refused entry into the nervous 
system of dogs. : 

Stray dogs are important in spread- 
ing the disease and if they are kept 
to a minimum the rest of the domes- 
tic animal population can remain 
healthy. 

Vaccination is very efficient. The 
vaccines contain live rabies viruses 
and produce an act of immunity, 

The viruses are grown in a labora- 
tory alive, but without the facility to 
effectively cause the disease. The vac- 
cine is not quite four years old. 

Scientists are still not quite sure 
how long immunity under this vac- 
cination lasts, but to be safe, animals 
should be vaccinated every year. 

The biggest problem with rabies is 
the skunk which may seem harmless 
to a young child: Skunks carry the 
virus in their saliva @ lot longer than 
other animals. 

On top of that, the saliva of a skunk 
carries a muh Jarger concentration

MONTAGUE MAIS 
SPEAKS AT JEHOVAH'S 
WITNESSES ASSEMBLY 


“No matter who we are or where 
we live on this earth, each one of us 
is under divine observation,” said Mr. 
Montague Mais, feature speaker at 
the convention of Jehovah's Witnesses 
at Moira Secondary School in Belle-» 
ville, “This does not mean that we 
are being alee upon, but that we can 
easily be seen by Jehovah God”, he 
said, 

Speaking to an attendance of 818, 
Mr. Mais pointed out that being ob- | 
served by God is an indicatton that He 
is keenly interested in us and our af- | 
fairs. He continued by stating, “His 
interest is not a cold, clinical interest, 
but is a personal one, since we are 
accountable to him,” i 

Mr. Mais did not agree with the 
“God is dead” theory of some, but 
said, rather, that God is taking an 
active interest in men’s affairs to- | 
day. Going back in Bible history to 
the time of Adam and Eve, Mr. Mais 
said, “God started the human family 
out with the prospect of eternal life 
in a paradise of pleasure and happi- 
ness -~- the Garden of Eden. When 
whole nations became wicked, such 
as the nation of Israel, he intervened 
very tangibly and dramatically in the 
affairs of mien.” 

He further went on to explain that 
the worship of the Israelites became 
debased to the point where the Israel- 
ites acutally burned their children in 
a fire as a sacrifice to the gods of 
*he Cananites. Adulterers and fornica- 
tors came to be regarded as a normal 
part of living. Jehovah could not put 
up with this state of affairs, so in 
607 B.C. he lifted his divine protec- 
tion from Jerusalem and allowed it 
to be desolated. Tens of thousands 
died of starvation, disease, the sword, 
and most of the suvivors were exiled 
to Babylon. ' 

Pointing out the similarity between 
our day and the time prior to the 
destruction of Jerusalem, Mr. Mais | 
said, “Instead of just one land or 
nation being corrupted, today God's 
whole earth has been corrupted. The 
majority reject. God’s word and ac- 
cept instead ideas rooted in pagan- 
ism. Reports throughout the world 
testify to a general moral breakdown 
among people; this immortality is 
often condoned and encouraged by l, 
those who should be trying to stop 
it, such as some social leaders and 
clergymen. God does not change and 
we can be assured that. he deplores

a house buyer will spend a 
total of $40,000 to pay off an 
$18,000 mortgage over 25 
years. And the cost of doing 
this -- $140 per month plus 
$40 or $50 taxgs — imposes a 
heavy burden yi even middle 
income families. 

This country can expect ap- 
palling social effects if private 
housing continues to become a 
luxury beyond the means of 
most Canadians. 

The high rise apartments. 
disgorging their occupants like 
ants to clog streets and public 


facilities in every dirgction, - 


will become little more than 
affluent slums. 

Families will disintegrate as 
every member flees outward 
for privacy, seeking an escape 
from crowding. The results 
will be little different from 
that of the slum ghettos of 
New York and Chicago, with 
- ¢rime rampant and society on 
the verge of breakdown. 

Meanwhile, for those who 
can afford it, the housing in- 
dustry is doing a valiant job in 
keeping prices down where. it 
has control over costs. 

- Most housing construction is 
by non-union Jabor. This may 
not be desirable in the view of 
trade unionists, but it has 
helped to keep costs from 
going still higher, 

The 165,000 houses built 
last year are, by and large, 
bigger, better, and more luxu- 
riousiy equipped by far than 
their counterparts of 10 years 
ago. Extra bathrooms, family 
rooms, fireplaces are common 
features. 

But the high price of land, 
the high price of building 
materials and the high price of 
mortgage money itself -raises 
the question of how much 
longer the Government can 
avoid direct involvement in the 
housing industry. 

There are solutions for Can- 
ada’s housing crisis. Some of 
them will be outlined in this 
space next week.
